TheLetrer written by General 
Slangenberg to.the States from the Camp at Lillo 
on the.2d inftant, giving an exact account of the 
Battle fought on the 30th. of. laft Month near Ecke- 
ren within 2 Miles of the Lines of Antwerp, could 
not be inferted intire in our this days Gazette, we 
can only give the following Abftract of it. a 


N° fooner was a Refolution taken.by the Council 
of War, to fend away the heavy Baggage on 
te 3oth in the Morning to Bergen op Zoom,put in 
section, but the Marfhal de Boufflers arriv’d in 
Me Lines with a confiderable Body of Horfe, Dra- 
fons and Infantry, .and 7o Companies of Grena- 
‘ets, agcording to the Report of the Prifoners.

But the Generals Slangenberg, 
ount Tilly and others, going round the Camp be-

_ Muysbroeck and Oteren, found beth thofe Places in 
the Enemies Hands, whereupon he Went and pofted 


himfelf in Watering between Qreren and Muys- 
broeck. .Hereupon a Refolution was taken to at- 
tempt to beat the Enemy out of thofe Pofts, but they 
advanc'd to meet our Men, and attack’d the Baron

Infantry on both fides were hotly engag’d. The great 
Superiority of the Enemy's Forces oblig’d us to alter 
our Meafures, and the Generals Obdam and Tilly 
advanc’d with the Cavalry to drive the Enemy from 
the Digues of the Schelde, and force a Paflage 
through Oteren to Lillo, which fucceeded, and the 
Enemy were diflodg'd from Oteren. Mean time the 
Enemy’s Foot and ours charg’d one another vigor- 
oufly, continuing their Fire rill between:7 and 
the Evening, efpecially on each fide and along the

ta fupport the: Regiments of Horfe that had taken 
Poft in Oreren, they took occafion to return to the 
Charge, tegain’d that Poft from us, and poffefs’d 
themielves of certain Sluyces between Oteren..and 
Fort la Croix or Kruys Schans: By which we found 
our felves furrounded on all fides, having the Lines 
of Antwerp in our Rear, the Enemy in Front and on - 
our Right, and Fort Philippine and the Schelde on 
our Left. In this perplexity General Slangenberg 
thought fit to fend to Monfieur Obdam and Count 
TFiily to defire a Conference with them on the Means 
to extricate the Army. Anfwer was brought him, 
that General Obdam had been miffing for fome time. 
Bur Count Tilly came alone, and reported he -be- 
liev’d Monfieur Obdam was either kill’d or made 
Prifoner.: Thefe 2 Generals then, refolv’d to put it 
to the Rifque, and to push at all with the utmoft 
Vigour. Accordingly Count Tilly order’d a Detach- 
ment of Horfe led by Major General Mompes, to 
fupport the Infantry, which had been all the while 
engag’d with the Enemy’s Foot (who were fupported 
by their Horfe) in as fmart a Difpute as ever was 
feen. Major General Hompes acted with fo much 
Conduct and Bravery, that he not only broke feveral 
Squadrons, and took fome Standards and Kettle- 
Drums, but entirely defeated feveral of their Bat- 
tallions,and follow’d them 3 quarters of a Mile. Our 
Brigadiers and Collonels, after their Men had fpent 
_all their Powder and Ball, commanded. them to clap 
their Bayonets into the Muzzles of their Pieces, with 
which they ran upon the Enemy and drove all before 
them. In this long and terrible Conflict,the Ground 
along and upon the Digne was. cover'd with Dead 
and Wounded Men. Mean time, General Slangen- 
berg caus‘d 2 Barrallions to poft themfelves at the end 
of a Canal on the fide of the Digue, and fome Horfe 
plac’d behind them, giving them, ftri&t charge 
to maintain their Ground to the laf{t Extremity. But 
-after the rude Reception the Enemy had found, they 


cut off, Brigadier Schulenberg being -likewife de- ~had naheart to retum to the Charge, . Yet 4 Bar- 
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talllons that came out of Antwerp and Fort la Croix, 
with fome other Troops, charg’d us in Flank and 
Kear; bur were beaten off. Night coming on allay’d 
the Heat of the Fight. But our Communication with 
Lillo being cut off, and we furrounded ftill by the 
Mnemy, the Generals Slangenourg and Tilly and 
Monficur Hop conferr'd together, and a Refolntion 
was taken to attack the Enemies that were pofted in 
Oteren and the Sluyces with all podible Vigour, not- 
withftanding our Infantry had thos away all their 
Powder at Ball. And Major General Friefheim and 
Count Dhona a Brigadier were detach’d with 4 Bat- 
tallions over fome low enclos'd’ Grounds, where they 
were forc’d to wade through the Ditches up to the 
‘Watte, ro ‘attack’ the Enemy in Flank and Rear : 
‘General Slangenburg advanc’d along the Digue, with, 
fomie Regiments of Foor, towards their Front ; and 
‘Count Tilly with fome Squadrons of, Dragoons. 
Thefe Troops attack’d the Enemies on all fides with 
‘that Fury, that they beat them both our of Oreren 
‘and the Sluyces;ne:withitanding they had entrench’d 


* ‘themfelves in thefe Pofts, and drove them as far as 


the Fort de la Croix. Thus a free Paflage being 
open’d along the Digue, our Army retir'd yefterday 
in good order to Lillo, where we are now encamp’d.
